patient recovered. 

It was estimated that in his 65 
years of active practice Dr. Groves 
performed, or assisted at 20,000 op- 
erations. He died of pneumonia af-

Appoititmeérnt °6t G.Fred McNally 
for the last several years supervisor 
of schools, to be deputy minister of 
education, in succession to the late 
George W. Gorman, was announced 
on Thursday by Premier R. G. Reid. 

The premier made the announce- 
ment in the absence of Hon. Perren 
Baker, minister of education, and im- 
mediately after he signed the en- 
abling order-in-council. 

For many years Mr. McNally has 
been prominently identified with 
education in this province as a teach- 
er and administrator. 

Mr. McNally was born on a farm 
near Fredericton, N.B. and at the 
University of New Brunswick gradu- 
ated with a Bachelor's degree with 
first-class honors in classics. 

After teaching in the east, he 
came in 1906 to join the staff of 
Strathcona high school. When the 
University of Alberta was organiz- 
ed in 1908 he was a member of the 
first graduating class. 

In 1909 he was appoinited inspector 
of schools with headquarters at We- 
taskiwin. In 1912 he was transfer- 
red to the Calgary inspectorate, 
which included Calgary, and in 1913 
he was appointed principal of the 
Camrose Normal school. 

He has done extensive post-gradu- 
ate work at Columbia University.

Poor Distribution; 
Artificial Poverty 


According to Mr. H. E. Spencer, 
M-P., real wealth in Canada ttoday 
is greater than it has ever been. He 
says that all across this country in 
afiter-dinner speeches one hears time 
and time again of (the wonderful po- 
tential wealth of Canada. There is 
too much lip service given to the po- 
ttential wealth of ‘the country and 
not enough real consideration of how 
that great wealth might be properly 
distributed. Our problem today, as 
so many members admit, although 
they do not act upon it, is one of dis- 
tribution, not of production. Physi- 
cally we are a very rich nation; 
are poor financially. Under our pre- 
sent economy we are in the extra- 
ordinary position that the more we 
produce or the richer we become in 
physical assets tthe poorer we _ be- 
come financially. In other words, 
the more we produce the more pov- 
erty we have, particularly in our ur- 
ban centres.

Only Awaiting Definite 
Date Provincial Elections 


Mr. John D. Hunt, chief electoral 
officer for Alberta announced on 
Friday last that all preliminary pre. 
parations are now complete for the 
holding of the coming provincial 
contests, patiently awaiting the date 
which has yet to be set . 

A total of about 3,000 ballot boxes 
(nearly 100 more than previously 
used) are packed and ready to sehd 
the different returning officers, who 
have yet to be named. 

Mr. Hunt reports that all the rural 
ballot boxes are packed with neces- 
sary papers for the election and city 
boxes will soon be ready 

The additional ballot boxes over 
the total used in the 1930 election 
will be distributed mainly through 
the northern ridings, where the 
greatest voters’ increase has taken 
place. 

When the government decides on 
the election date, this information, 
together with the name of the pro- 
vincial returning officer, is incorpor 
ated in an Order-in-Council. Then 
Mr. Hunt, as chief electoral officer, 
issues the election writ and constitu- 


ency returning officers are appoint- 
ed. 

These returning officers then ap- 
point enumerators and other neces- 
sary officials and preparaucas go a- 
head for balloting.

On December 28, 1929, the British 
steamship Talma was off the eastern 
shores of the Bay of Bengal. The 
weather was calm and clear. To- 


ward seven in the evening a marvel- 
ous display began in the surround- 
ing sea. 

“At first,” says the captain's re- 
port, “what appeared like small 
globules of phosphorescence — rising 
from below and breaking at the sur- 
face were observed. Later these as- 
sumed an appearance almost like 
flashes of lightning under the water, 
which rapidly formed into regular 
beams, curved spokes of a wheel 
might ibe, and of a width at the ship 
of about thirty feet. These revolved 
from right to left at the rate of two 
a second—timed as the beams pass- 
ed the bridge—-around a distant cen- 
ter, which could not actually be seen 
clearly but appeared to be about five 
miles off. This center passed ahead 
of the ship, being first observed on 
ithe port beam, and from there draw- 
ing slowly ahead of and across the 
ship, fading gradually till on the 
starboard bow, when the whole phen- 
omenon disappeared 

A gailor’s yarn? If it is not more 
than that, then a multitude of re- 
putable skippers have entered into 
a conspiracy to keep ithe files of the 
nautical journals supplied with stor- 
ies of similar experiences in the 
same part of the world.

There is a reason for everything. 
Some day all these things will be 
explained—in the kimited sense of 
the verb “explain”. There will still 
remain the profound, impenetrable 
mystery of Nature as a whole; the 
riddle of the universe and of man’s 
existence therein.
